—_ Hartfordſhire, Bedfordſhire, Huntingtonſhire ; and 
from Huntington ſhe ſent me a Lerter, the 14th of the 12th 
Month,defiring me to Meet her at Dane! Wills'sat Northampton, 
whither the intended, and came; but before I could order 
my Buſineſs to go, and came thither, ſhe was paſled on 
pretty far Northward, through Leiceſterſhire, Nottingham- 
ſhire, DR Torkſhire, into Biſhoprick, I followed after 
her, from Northampton, to Leiceſter, Nottingham, Mansfield, 
Cheſterfield, Wakefield, Leeds, Maſham, (where Robert Lodge 
Dwelt) North-Aterton, &c. (hearing of her at ſeveral Places 
2s I paſſed along) till I came to Norton, near Stockton, in the 
County of Durham, where I met with her, (the' 1ſt of the 
2d Month, 1676.) My Coming to her was very Providental; 
for when I came, ſhe was taken Il at a Friend's Houſe ; but 
at my coming to her, ſhe was ſomewhat Revived to ſee me, 
and walked out in the Orchard with me next Day (being 2 
fine Day) and gave me an account of many things, and dil- 
cloſed her Mind to me, to my great Comfort and Satisfattion. 
But a Fear ſtruck me concerning her, and to my great Sor- 
row, ſhe grew worſe again, and 7ook her Bed next Day, 
but ſate up two or three Days after. 

When {ſhe firſt took her Bed, ſhe ſaid to me, She hoped ſhe 
ſhould die : IT asked her, whether ſhe thought ſhe ſhould 2 the 
ſaid, the Will of the Lord be done, ſhe had Served bim Faith- 
fully in her Day, and was Reſigned to his will, deſiring my well- 
being, and Exhorting me to be Faithful to the Lord; and not 
ro be Troubled or Caſt down at any thing, however it might be ; 
and advizing me to be diligent in Meetings; and Tr gk. 
to frequent Briſtol- Meetings as much as I could, for that it 
would be an Enhtvening or Reviving to me (as 1ndeed I have 
often found it) Saying, Thou mayeſt be Saved, but thou walt 
meet with Exerciſes (which I have found true many ways, 
but the Lord hath upheld under all) for through many Fribula- 
tions we muſt enter into the Kingdom. She expreſſed much 
Love to her ather Brothers, eſpecially the Eldeſt; Saying, there 
was a tender thing in him fe his Childhood, and deſired be

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From London ſhe went to Ware, fo to Harrford, and 


always much deſired the Sa/varion of, With much more than 
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- But. her Diſtemper (which was a Feavor) Encreaſing- upon 
Her, ſhe grew weaker and weaker; and the 'Day before ſhe 
Died, ſhe lay very ſtilI and quiet, . as if ſhe was Retired to 
her Centre, and waiting for her Diſo/ution;, and tho' ſhe had . 
her Senſes and Speech freſh and quick in her, ſhe did not ſay - 
much. And about the 75th Hour in the Evening, that Day, 
Week I came to her (being Seventh Day) ſhe quietly Dp- 
parted this Life, to my great Grief and Exerciſe, and laid 
Cown her Head 77 peace with the Lord, I am verily p&ſwa- 
ded; and doubt not but ſhe is at Reſt with the Lord,Sin the 
Hegvenly Kinzdom, according to her defire in her Life time, 
where all Tears are wiped away, and where the wry are at 
reſt. And indeed ſhe never deſired Loxg Life, Sat rather to 
be prepared to Die, which was her Great Congtrn, ſeeking a 
better Country, and a City that bath Foundations, whoſe Buil- 
der and Maker is God. Having an Eye to the Recompence of 
Reward which is laid up in ſtore for all the Faizhfu/; and 
which far tranſcends all the Tran/itory Enjoyments of this 
preſent Time, which I doubt not but ſhe Enjoys, as the Fruit 
of her Lahours, and Faithfulneſs to the Lord, whom ſhe 
ſought and ſerved from her Childhood, and walked in S:nce- 
rity, Humility, Sobriety, and the Fear of the Lord, to the 
end of her Days. 

For whom, I could Lament, in Remembrance of what ſhe 
was to me many ways while we were together ; and the ma- 
ny precious Opportunities we have enjoyed, and when we 
have been walking by our ſelves, Diſcourſing of the Things 
of God, how ſhe hath opened the Myſteries of the Kingdom 
unto me,” to my Great Comfort, and ſtrengthning my Faith 
and Hope, even to this very day; but now I am deprived 
of her, and the benefit of her Company, which Time will 
not wear out of my Remembrance. But I muſt not give way 
to Sorrow, or Mourn as them that are without Hope, Believing 
we ihall Live together in the Heavenly Kingdom, as I abide 
Faithfnl to the Lord, deſiring I may follow her Steps, who 
Hath left a good Savour behind. her.

She. Departed this Life, the-8th of the 24 Month, 1676.
